Your criticism that the reeent Keren Hayesod appeal is a departure from 
previous appeals in that it is made for philanthropic purposes only, is mis- 
leading. The object of the appeal is to obtain from British Jewry its propor- 
tion of the Budget of £665,000 (acdopted by the Administrative Committes 
of the Jewish Agency at-its recent meeting in Berlin), which provides, among 
other items, for social and cultural activities (medical, health and educational 
work) and in larger proportion for economic activities (agriculigral colonisa- 
tion, immigration and libour) and thus furthering the work of the Keren 
Hayesod in rebuilding Jewish National Life in Palestine.

LET US THEN ASK ourselves what ought to be the course to be 
pursued by Jews in face of that decision on the part of the 
Mandatory—a decision which, I hope, it will at least have the 
courage and the. ingenuousness to acknowledge. IL hope it will not 
crown its defection from its pledged word by pretending that it is 
maintaining it, while knowing it is doing nothing of the sort. We can 
leave that kind of thing to Sir Herbert Samuel who, before he 
became High Commissioner. was content to glory in the title of the 
Second Nehemiah, and now when he perceives that the Arabs and 
not the Jews are the favoured of the Mandatory, can tell the 
Authors’ Club, as he did the other evening, that he, when he was 
ruler of Palestine, always looked after the interests of the Arabs— 
und he did! Well, with apologies for this divergence, let us carry 
our minds back to 1917—the vear of the Balfour Declaration. 
Zionism surely did not begin then—it was then some two thousand 
years old. For from the day on which Jews lost their National 
being, the determination was arrived at by them to regain it. 
From the day on which the Jewish Commonwealth, under 
Roman rule, was razed to the ground, Jews bad nourished the 
thought of its being re-built. With that determination and with 
that thought there was entwined much of the religion and 
most of the religious hope of our people But from one cause 
and another the National idea was fostered and encouraged in its 
practical form only of late years—during, say, the last three quarters 
of a century—and in a way it had not been previously.

Tur purrose I HAVE at the moment is not to suggest any 
precise line of Jewish “major” policy in regard to Palestine in view 
of the attitude now assumed by the Mandatory. What I am anxious 
io urge is that one should definitely be decided wpon in Jewish 
interests Which should have due regard for the facts of the situation 
and should not seek to misrepresent and camouflage them in 
obedience to the convenience of the Br itish Government, or to save 
the face of the: Mandatory by pretending it is carrying out its trust 
when it is doing nothing of the kind. When I ask whether Jews 
chall go on doing the donkey-work of rebuilding Palestine, while 
knowing all along that so far as the Mandatory is concerned they 
will be there. as in all other parts of the world, just political wanderers 
a politically strange land, that their Homelessness everywhere 
about which Dr. Weizmann once wrote, will mock them in Palestine 
all the more. because but afew yearsagoit was marked out for being the 
Jewish Homeland— when I ask this, there will, I know, be plenty who 
But their shouting will be ridiculous, for 
the most I have hinted at is “ Retreatism.” Ido not for a second 
advocate our laving down our arms in our fight for a re-incarnated 
Nationhood. | know nothing of military tactics, but I am told 
by one who does know a great deal that sometimes the bravest 


will shout Defeatism 


and most intrepid move in the course of a campaign may be a. 


successful retreat. This is especially so when the battle is 
pressing hard upon a combatant and time is not of first consideration. 
The battle is going hard against us—we are being wounded in the 
house of those who advertised themselves as our friends. To 
a woeful extent our “home-front” is weakening. We are an 
ancient people—age has taught us how to wait. And although 
Heaven knows, our national need is dire and our world position of the 
meutest, still it may be that a well-ordered retreat at this stage may 
enable us to win through all the sooner in the future, than if we 
continue, in the circumstances that have arisen, a frontal attack. It 
might give us the opportunity of strengthening our communications 
and of mobilising afresh and more extensively ourarmy. Let us 
think it over.

Indiscriminate Charity. 
From Mr. B. ALTON. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ik,--To one who has had many years’ experience in distributing 


charity, it was stimulating to read your leading article of September 26th, 
respecting Organised Charities. | 

Asthe Reliey ing Officer of the Leicester Board of Guardians for many 
Years, | have been brought into close contact with hundreds of casuals, 
and | may-say that they consist largely of young boys who travel from 
one town to another in order to obtain relict from the Board of Guardians. 
They are shuply sent from one Board of Guardians to another in an 
cCndless cycle, and their numbers are increasing yearly. Hundreds of 
pounds are thus spent on railway tickcts and cheap boarding houses to 
Ho purpose. Theexisting system is one of positive waste, and an induce- 
to kileness which should be discouraged. 

An attempt was made three years ago to alter this method of charity. 
A conference was held in Leicester, at which delegates from Nottingham, 
Sheffield, Manchester, Birmingham, Leeds, Wolverhampton and Northamp- 
ton, attended. It was unanimously agreed by all the delegates at the 
mecting, that the meney spent under the existing system was a waste. 

| formulated a scheme which was to establish a central fund, each 
town to contribute in accordance with its population. Investigating 
officers were to be appointed for the sole purpose of finding work for those 
able, and willing te work, and not to send them from town to town to get 
rid of their liability, | 

Owing however, to the fact, that there are still people who cherish 
the dim light of tralitional methods of charity distribution, namely ; 
“that he who stretches out his hand should be helped,” this resolution 
failed. Lam however hopeful, that if the London Jewish Board of Guardians 
would summon a meeting of all Provincial Institutions, a scheme could 
be devised for a systematic organisation which would benefit both the 
giver and the rece’ ver.”

No. 570. A Jewish King of Poland? 


My Drar COUSIN, 


Not long ago I was in the Caledonian Market, and, rummaging 
among the old book stalls, 1 found and acquired a book of Jewish 
interest. I paid little attention to it at the time, being occupied 
with other things. But when I reached home I examined my pur- 
chase a little more closely. It was in two parts, the one in Hebrew 
running to 32 pages; and the other, in English, (60 pages). The 
title page is instructive. It runs as follows: “The Path of Good 
Men: a collection of parental instructions to children, by authors 
distinguished in Israel for wisdom and learning, viz: Rabbi Judah 
ben Saul Aben Tibbon, for his son, Rabbi Samuel Aben Tibbon ; the 


-dilustrious Rabbi Moses Maimonides, for his son, Rabbi Abraham ; 


being their last Will for the instruction of mankind. Also, ancient 
Arabic and Greek Proverbs, rendered into Hebrew. Edited from 
manuscripts in the Bodleian Library, Oxford, accompanied by an 
English translation. By Hirsch Edelman. London: 5612: icon. a 
nie on the fiv-leaf says “ distributed by the author gratis.” 

An explaration of this is afforded by the dedication, an interesting 
mpliation, in these terms: 

“Dedicated to Arthur Denis Samuel, of youthful age and mature 
nuderstandipg, voung in years, yet ardently attracted to knowledge, 
advanced in learning ant zealons in the acquirement of science, the son 
of Denis M. Samuel, Esq, late Warden of the Great Synagogue, Duke's 
Place. London. Descendant of a family distinguished for learning, 
«tation, and rank. inflnential with princes and monarchs, and also des- 
conding from the eminent Prince and distingnished Regent, Saul Wah!, 
cclebrated among the Kings of Poland and Lithuania, and a great man in 
lerael. Presented by the author in deep reverence for the parents, and 
in purity of heart : who desires that it may be accepted in aspirit of 
revard and friendship: H. Edelman.” 

From the Introduction to the book it is clear that Mr. Denis 
M. Somnue! paid for its publication, a fact interesting as far as it 
goes. It is perbays of particular interest to mention it here because 
Mr. Samuel was at one time part proprietor of THE JEWISH 
CHroXicLy. But what I was intrigued by was the reference to Saul 
Wahl as being celebrated among the Kings of Poland. Was there 
then a Jeaish hing of. Poland ? 

| did not rest until | had made enquiries as to the identity of 
Saul Wahl. I:traced him to Poland, to the reign of King Sigis- 
mund Ill. who ruled in that country when Elizabeth was Queen of 
England. Saul was a respected leader of the Jews of Brest Litovsk, 
und was a welcome visitor at Court where he was able to exercise a 
certain amount of influence. 

He was born in 1541 and died in 1617, coming of a family 
which was among the most distinguished in Jewry. His grand- 
father migrated from Katzenellenbogen, in South Germany, to 
Padua. in Italy; his son was called Samuel Judah Katzenellenbogen. 
lle was not alone a learned Talmnudist, but it is recorded.of him 
that he delivered lectures on philosophy at the University of Padua. 
Ilis son Saul must have moved from Italy to Poland; hence his 
name Wabl. which is Polish for Italian. Saul Wahl was accordingly 
Saul of Italy, or Saul the Italian. He married in Brest-Litovsk the 
daughter of the President of the Jewish community, one David 
Drukker, and he had eleven children. Saul was in a large way 
of business, being farmer of customs, licensee of bridge-tolls, salt 
dues and other royal revenues; was a favourite of King Sigismund 
lil... who appreciated his services to the royal treasury. 

Saul Wahl was a great man in Jewry in his day, much as 
Rothschild the founder of the famous house, was in _ his. 
Who does not know the numberless legends and anecdotes 
of which Rothschild is the hero? It is said the Englishman 
loves a lord. It may be said with equal trutb, the Jew loves a 
Gievir. The Jew will dwell on details of his hero’s attire, on his 
great influence,on his riches. Story. will be joined to story 
until an entire romance is woven out of the imaginings of 
simple people. That, I fancy, will account for the hundred and one 
Rothschild stories; it will also explain the story of Saul Wahl and 
the Kingship. 

The tradition is simple in its outlines. For one night Saul 
Wahl was King of Poland, and in that short space he accorded rights 
to the Polish Jews which gave them a distinct position of vantage 
when compared with the Jews of other countries. And how came 
Saul tothe royal purple? The King of Poland died and the nobles 
met to elect a successor. But they could not agree as to who should 
be chosen. On the advice of Count Radziwill, the richest and most 
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influential among the nobility, it was agreed to elect the Jew Saul 
who because of his election was afterwards called Wahi. | 

Now. why should Count Radziwill have thought of Sau! ? Two 
stories furnish the answer. The one relates that once on his 
travels Radziwill found himself stranded in Padua without mean. 
He applied to the Rabbi of the town, Samuel Judah Katzenellenbdog: . 
for assistance. ‘The Rabbi received the request in a most friend), 
way. and when the nobleman asked what he could do to show } 
gratitude, he was asked to do a kindness to his: benefactors cop 
Saul. who was studying in Brest-Litvosk; in Poland. 

So simple a tale could bardly satisfy everybody. The Romant) 
must have their romance.

In due course the King died and the nobles offered the crown : 
Count Radziwill, But he was too old to take up the burden

suggested the election of the Jew Saul, who he knew would do bh; 
bidding. The Polish nobles dared not think of opposition to th. 
wishes of a Radziwill, and Saul was accordingly elected King

Who shall say that this is nota pretty story? Who on re. 
ing the end of the second version will doubt its legenda 
character? but the legend bears testimony to the high ester:

to his numerous descendants, some of whom are to be found

He will not send us 
any journey, for which He dces not fully equip us. The shoes 
given to us by Him. who has led us totheroad. There are no 
diticulties to be found in any. path of duty, against which, he that 
is called to tread it. is not: provided by Him that sent him, 
ere is further a suggestion here as to the sort of travelling, we 
may expect to have in life. An old proverb says, we do not go to 
tleuven in silver slippers. If we need shoes of tron and brass, we 
nav Imagine something of the kind of road we have before us. If a 
man be equipped with such covering on his feet, we may be certain 
that he will find some use for it. before he arrives at the end of 
iis days journey. If God gives us certain endowments and equip- 
ments, calculated for use on very toilsome paths, the roughness of 
Lhe road will doubtless match the stoutness of the shoes. And for that 
road there are given us patience and strength, endurance and courage, 
in this very book of the Law we may tind stimulus, encouragement 
and exhortation. Nor is it hidden from us that the road is oftimes 
hard and difficult. Yet may we be bold in the march, and draw 
without fear upon our stock of strength. We shall not exhaust it 
by any demands we may make upon it. We are travellers, whose 
feet are shod with metal. The rocks,over which we climb, will only 
strike fire from our shoes. Andthough our work may weary us, yet 
in the deepest sanctuary of our being our strength is but increased 
by exercise. 


And so the second part of our text holds good: “ As thy days, so 
shall thy strength be.” That, of course, is the very opposite of the 
expectations of our physical life. For a while indeed our power grows 
with our days. But not for long. Soon enough, with diminishing 
power, with a dimmer eye, with a more slowly beating heart and with 
ufeebler march we descend the road, leaving those mountain tops 
t6 which we once aspired, for younger and for swifter feet to climb, 
With our days, our weakness, not our strength, increases. But it 
need not be the same with regard to our spiritual life. Instead of 
growing weaker, as we grow older, we may and we should grow 
stronger. “The path of the just is as the shining day, shining ever 
clearer to the perfect day.’ We are promised an endless approxima- 
tion to an infinite beauty, an ever-growing possession of a never- 
exhausted fulness. We may and should become, with the passage 
of the years, gentler, purer, nobler, wiser, fitted for larger service as 
the years increase. For autumn days bave their own glory, after 
the glare of the summer heat bas passed. We have been drawn 
somewhat away in these later days from the hot pursuing after 
earthly and perishable things... These. aujumn days may have 
something of their own to give Us.jn. @ new elearness and 
completeness of our perception of God's great. purposes. They 
Should enrich us with memories of God's loving care, lighting 
all the sky behind us with a glow, reflected on the path before us, 
kindling within us a calm confidence in the unfailing goodness of 


our Heavenly Father, With the life of the soul, the longer it lasts~ 


the stronger it becomes. As the days, so also the strength, “ Even 
the youths shal] faint and be weary, and the young men shall utterly 
fan. But they that wait on the Lord shall renew their strength. 
They shall mount up with wings like the eagles. They shall run and 
not be weary, they shall walk and not faint.” 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


PSSY “SOW, Deuteronomy xiv. 22—xvi. 17. 

NIV, 28. This verse deals with the “poor tithe.’ In xxvi, 12, 
the third vear is called “ the vear of the tithing.’ and was reckoned 
from the Sabbatical year deseribed in xv, 1ff. The Hebrew word for 
“at the end of ° (EPS) is not quite the same as that used in xy, 1 
(7%). although they are both translated alike. The word in this 
verse probably denotes “towards the end of,’ and refers to the 
season of the year when the harvest had been gathered in. The 
tithe in this third vear was to be “laid up,” i.c., stored, in contrast 
to the procedure in other vears, when it was to be eaten in Jerusalem. 

Verse 29. “The Levite.’ He is to receive the “first tithe” 
which ts his due, even in the third vear. The remainder was to be 
plane ed at the disposal of the needy, who were to receive suflicient 


for their requirements—" they shalleat and be satisfied.’ Obedience 
to this law would have as its consequence “that the Lord thy God 
may bless thee in all the work of thy hand which thou doest.” This 


does not necessarily mean that as a reward for giving away part of - 


his eurhings to the poor, God would cause the Israelite to prosper. 
It may very well tmply that by associating those in need with the 
enjoyment of the fteld’s produce, the Israelite would experience a 
blessing in his prosperity.

Verse %. Instead of the translation, “he shall not exact tt 
from his neighbour. a better and more accurate rendering 1s, 
“he shall not press his neighbour for payment.’ What is the 
principle underlying this extraordinary ordinance? Many modern 
commentators interpret the law in the sense that in the seventh 
vear there wis a moratorium and payment could not be exacted, 
not that the debt was completely remitted. But the whole spirit 
of the paragraph is against such a view and supports the 
Jewish tradition that a debt which had not. been collected 
by the vear of release became automatically null. This seems 
evident from verse 9 which warns the Israelite against refusing 
to grant a loan as this special year approached from fear 
that it would not be repaid and would have to be forfeited, 
Furthermore the writer of Proverbs xxii., 7, “the borrower is a 
slave to the lender.’ must clearly have understood. the law 
in this way. since he draws a parallel between the slave who regains 
his freedom in the year of release and the debtor who similarly 
becomes free of his creditor. It must be self-evident that this law 
of the Torah deals only with loans which were granted as an act of 
charity, to help a man in distress. It could never have been intended 
to apply to debts contracted in the course of business transactions. 
Therefore. Hillel did no violence to thé scriptural legislation when 
he devised a method whereby the letter of this law should not inter 
fere with the normal course of business with which it really had-no 
connection.

No. 570.—A Jewish King of Poland? 
My COUSIN, 

Not long ago I was in the Caledonian Market, and, rummaging 
among the old book stalls, I found and acquired a book of Jewish 
interest. I paid little attention to it at the time, being occupied 
with other things. But when I reached home I examined my pur 
chase a little more closely. It was in two parts, the one in Hebrew 
running to 82 pages; and the other, in English, (60 pages). The 
title page is instructive. It runs as follows: “The Path of Good 
Men: a collection of parental instructions to children, by authors 
distinguished in Israel for wisdom and learning, viz: Rabbi Judah 
ben Saul Aben Tibbon. for his son, Rabbi Samuel Aben Tibbon ; the 
illustrious Rabbi Moses Maimonides, for his son, Rabbi Abraham ; 
heing their last Will for the instruction of mankind. Also, anc ient 
Arabic and Greek Proverbs, rendered into Hebrew. Edited from 
manuseripts in the Bodleian Library, Oxford, accompanied by an 
English translation. By Hirsch Edelman. London: 5612: oon; & 
n ie on the fly-leaf says “ distributed by the author gratis.” 

An explacation of this is afforded by the dedication, an interesting 
compilation, in these terms: 

“ Dedicated to Arthur Denis Samuel, of youthful age and mature 
understanding, young in years, yet ardently attracted to knowledge, 
advanced in learning ant zealous in the acquirement of science, the son 
of Denis M. Samuel, Esq. late Warden of the Great Synagogue, Duke's 
Place, London. Descendant of a family distinguished for learning, 
station, and rank. influential with princes and. monarchs, and also 
cending from the eminent Prince and distinguished Regent, Saul Wah!, 
celebrated among the Kings of Poland and Lithuania, and a great man in 
Israel. Presented by the author in deep reverence for the parents, and 
in purity of heart: who desires that it may be accepted in a spirit of 
regard and friendship: H. Ldelman.” 

From the Introduction to the book it is clear that Mr. Denis 
Mf. Samuel paid for its publication, a fact interesting as far as ib 
yoes. It is perhays of particular interest to mention it bere because 
Mr. Samuel was at one time part proprietor of THE JEWISH 
CHurosicLe. But what I was intrigued by was the reference to Saul 
Wahl as being celebrated among the Kings of Poland. Was there 
then a Jeaish King of Poland? 

| did not rest until I had made enquiries as to the identity of 
Saul Wahl. I traced him to Poland, to the reign of King Sigis- 
mund Hil. who ruled in that country when Elizabeth was Queen of 
England. Saul was a respected leader of the Jews of Brest Litovsk, 
and was a welcome visitor at Court where he was able to exercise a 
certain amoung of influence. | 

He was born in 1541 and died in 1617, coming of a family 
which was among the most distinguished in Jewry. His grand- 
father migrated from Katzenellenbogen, in South Germany, to 
Padua. in Italy; his son was called Samuel Judah Katzenellenbogen. 
He was not alone a learned Talmudist, but it is recorded of him 
that he delivered lectures on philosophy at the University of Padua. 
Ilis son Saul must have moved from Italy to Poland; hence his 
name Wabl. which is Polish for Italian. Saul Wahl was accordingly 
Saul of Italy, or Saul the Italian. He married in Brest-Litovsk the 
daughter of the President of the Jewish community, one David 
Drukker, and he had eleven children. Saul was in a large way 
of business, being farmer of customs, licensee of bridge-tolls, salt 
dues and other royal revenues; was a favourite of King Sigismund 
111... who appreciated his services to the royal treasury. 

Saul Wahl was a great man in Jewry in his day, much as 
Rothschild the founder of the famous house, was in his. 
Who does not know the numberless legends and anecdotes 
of which Rothschild is the hero? It is said the Englishman 
loves a lord. It may be said with equal truth, the Jew loves a 
Gevir. The Jew will dwell on details of his hero's attire, on his 
great influence,on his riches. Story will be joined to story 
until an entire romance is woven out of the imaginings of 
simple people. That, I fancy, will account for the hundred and one 
Rothschild stories; it will also explain the story of Saul Wahl and 
the Kingsbip. 

The tradition is simple in its outlines. For one night Saul 
Wahl was King of Poland, and in that short space he accorded rights 
to the Polish Jews which gave them a distinct position of vantage 
when compared with the Jews of other countries. And how came 
Saul to the royal purple? The King of Poland died and the nobles 
met to elect a successor. But they could not agree as to who should 
be chosen. On the advice of Count Radziwill, the richest and most 
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influential among the nobility, it was agreed to elect the Jew Say) 
who because of his election was afterwards called Wahi.

The Polish Elections. 


A United Jewish Front ? 


“From a Correspondent. —WARSaw. | 


Polish Jewry, which has plenty of other worries besides politics, 
is now forced to concentrate its attention and efforts on the forth- 
coming parliamentary elections. . The dilemma before the Jews is 
not how to influence the elections or how to eliminate the victory 
of their enemies, as was the case in Germany; the possibility of 
supporting a purely Polish party is for obvious reasons out of the 
question. The real task is how should the Jews themselves vote! 
ought they to join forces with other minorities, or should they form 
a united block of all Jewish parties, or again should each party go to 
the polls with its own programme ” , 

At the last elections the majority of the Nationalist Jews made 
an agreement with the Ukrainians, White-Russians and Germans of 
Upper Silesia, with the result that the minority block gave the Jews 
twelve seats in the Sejm. Altogether there were in the last Sejm 
thirteen Jews belonging to the Jewish Parliamentary Club, besides 
thos: Jewish members who were there as members of the Socialist 
party. 

This time the Polish Jews do not seem to be inclined to partici- 
pate in the Minority Block for many reasons—one of them being 
that the friendship of the Ukrainians and the White-Russians 
Besides, the political aims of the 
Jews are so different from the aims of other minorities that 
co-operating with them puts the Jews into a difficult position 
While the Ukrainians 
and Germans want political and territorial autonomy, the Jews 
demand for themselves only cultural rights as @ minority. 

The feeling in favour of creating a Jéwish National Block 
which would embrace all groups from left to right, including the 
Agudah and some of the assimilationists is now very strong in 
Poland. The so-called “ Jewish Vote” does exist in Poland and the 
Poles do not mind it, but they object to the creation of a strong 
minority block. The Jewish sentiment again demands a united 
front and an effort at joining forces which would result in the 
increase cf Jewish representation in the Parliament and would 
generally strengthen Jewish unity. 

Attempts are being made to exclude the Agudat Yisrael from 
the Jewish Block, because they support the Government and are 
generally considered to be a reactionaty element. The exponent 
of this view is Mr. Griinbaum, who at the. last election succeeded 
in forming the Minority Block without the Agudah.

Austria's Fascist Ministers 

Anti-Semitism Again Raises Its Head.

The new Austrian Minister of the Interior, Prince Siarhemberg, 
who is the leader of the Fascist Heimwehr, has delivered a speech 
at an open-air meeting at which 5,000 members’ of the Heimwehr 
were present, openly attacking the Jews. He directed his 
censure especially against the Jewish Socialist leader, Mr. Breitner, 
who is the Director of the Finance Department of the Vienna 
Municipality (which has a Socialist majority), styling him an Asiatic 
“whose head must roll in the sands of Austria,” because he imposes 
high taxation on the people. He also advised his followers not 
to read any newspapers written by persons with crooked noses 
engaged in lucubration. 

The editor of the Neues WIgNER JouRNAL, Mr. Jacob Lippo- 
witz, who is a supporter of the Fascist Heimwebr, has published a 
severe attack on Prince Starhemberg for his anti-Semitic speech. 

In the meantime, the new Government has already permitted

Interpretation of Legal Documents. 


This brings us to the second of the two accepted methods 
of interpreting vaguely worded portions in legal documents: to 
the examination of other sources capable of throwing light 
upon the intentions which animated the legislator at the time when 
the document in question was issued. Even more important are 
his intentions during the period immediately preceding the actual 
issue of the document, the period during which the intention was 
shaping and maturing. A most instructive piece of evidence as to 
what the British Government thought of Palestine’s future during 
their negotiations with Zionist leaders before the issue of the Balfour 
Declaration. is a letter of Sir George Buchanan, written to Mr.

“Mr. Lucien Wolf has given the following formula of Jewish 
aspirations in Palestine: © Should Palestine, as a result of the War, 
enter into the sphere of French and British interests, the French 
and British Governments will not fail to take into consideration 
the historic tnterest of Jowry in that country, joth Governments 
will guarantee to the Jewish population equal political rights with 
the other inhabitants. religious and civic freedom, such municipal 
privileges in colonies and towns as. mia appear MEecessury, is W etl as 
reasonable facilities for colonisation and immigration. 

“ Sir Edward Grey has no objection against the above formula. 
but in reply he simply informed Mr. Wolf that he must discuss this 
question with the Allied Governments, and that this business would 
meet with a sympathetic attitude on the part of" H.M. Government. 

The only purpose of H.M. Government is to find some arrange. 
meut, sufliciently attractive to the majority of Jews. which might 
facilitate the conclusion of an agreement ensuring the Jewish 
support. Having this consideration in view, it seems to H.M. Govern. 
ment that the ugreement would be much more attractive to the 
majority of Jews if the scheme should foreshadow authorising the 
Jews, when their colonists in Palestine became strong enough to 
compete with the Avab population. to take into their hands the 
administration of the inner affairs of that reqoon lexcept Jerusalem 
and the Holy Places). 

~ HLM. Government would not like to express preference for this 
or that solution of the problem. In any case, it is informed that 
international protectorate would be resisted bya section of influential 
circles of Jewish society.” 

This letter does not need much comment. Despite the assertion 
that the British Government “ would not like to express preference” 
as between Mr. Lucien Wolf's views and the Jewish Nationalist 
standpoint, the last paragraph but one clearly shows that the then 
Foreign Secretary considered Mr. Wolf's formula insufficient for the 
attainment of “the only purpose of H. M. Government”: to insure 
“the conversion, in favour of the Allies, of Jewish elements in the 
Orient, the United States and in other places.” And he conveys, 
through his Ambassador, a gentle but perfectly clear hint to the 
Russian Government that it would be much more to the point “to 
find some arrangement” foreshadowing both the creation of a Jewish 
majority (this being the only plausible explanation of the words 
“ strong enough to compete with the Arab population’) and the 
eventual establishment of a Jewish Government. 


The Intentions of the War Cabinet. 

Sir George Buchanan's Aide-Mémoire affords us a glimpse into 
the intentions of the “legislator” responsible for the Balfour 
Declaration—the War Cabinet—such as they were during the period 
while the Declaration was being “hatched.” Lord Balfour himself 
(then Mr. Balfour) may be quoted as a witness speaking, to the same 
effect, three years after the Declaration. He addressed a meeting 
at the Albert Hall on July 12th, 1920, soon after the Jerusalem riots 
of April of that year, when the Arabs had expressed their objection 
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to Zionism by murder, looting and rape, In a long and eloquent 
passage Balfour reminded the Arabs—‘“‘a great, interesting and 
attractive race’’—that it was Great Britain who had “ freed them 
from the tyranny of their brutal conqueror,’ who had “ established 
the independent Arab sovereignty of the Hedjaz,” and who desired 
‘in Mesopotamia to prepare the way for the future of a self. 
governing, autonomous Arab state.” And he added: “] hope that

Dr. Stephen S. Wise on the Zionist Position. 


“BETRAYAL FROM WITHIN.” 


[From our Correspondent.—NEW Yor«k.] 

In the course of a New Year's sermon, Dr. Stephen 8S. Wise took 
the occasion to offer a few remarks on the relation of Zionists to 
non-Zionists in the Mixed Agency. He declared that after all the 
speeches, the retractions, and the smilingly optimistic reports upon 
the proceedings at Berlin, it became clear that non-Zionism was 
entrenching itself ever more aggressively and dominantly in the 
Councils of the Agency. Zionism retreated, non-Zionism did not 
falter. Non-Zionism proved equal to itself; Zionism failed to be 
equal to itself. Whether the earlier report or the later inter- 
pretation of the address made by Dr. Weizmann were correct, it 
was the business neither of the Jews of the world, nor yet of 
the Zionist Organisation, not even of the Jewish Agency to create 
a “bi-National state” in Palestine, For Jews it was to establish 


the National Home for the Jewish people in Palestine! If the 
Agency, whether because of awe in the presence of British 
officials or of fear in the presence of Arab multitudes, or because of 
the acquiescence of Zionist leadership, was unprepared to move 
forward to the achievement of that purpose, then the Agency would 
prove no more than yet another instrument of repudiation, infinitely 
more disastrous than the threat of British annulment, because it 
would come with all the baleful effects of betrayal from within. 
And as for the New Year—what hope? Without for one 
moment renouncing their trust in the British people, without even 
surrendering their confidence in any temporary British Government, 
they have now come to see that men who do not know how to stand 
upon their own feet and speak the convictions of their own minds 
like men, can never hope to deal effectively with the Mandatory. 
Strong and militant people such as the British had the right to 
assume that a Cause urged in irresolute and craven fashion might be 
brushed aside. The British people were always led by men who felt 
that behind them stood the unshakable power of a mighty Gove~n. 
ment and a world-wide Empire. They who spoke for Israel must speak 
with such courage and resolution as characterised Englishmen. For 
they were Jews, not beggars pleading for some thousands of acres in an 
alien land, but representatives of a great people to whom England 
made a solemn and irrepealable vow. By virtue of that vow and of 
their own rights as Jews, Great Britain was under an obligation to 
deal unyieldingly and uncompromisingly on behalf of a purpose 
which was common to Britain, to the League of Nations and to Jews 
the establishment of the National Home for the Jewish people.

The Pro-Palestine Labour Congress in Berlin. 
BUILDING THE NEW PALESTINE. 


A PRO-PALESTINE WORLD LEAGUE OF LABOULK. 
'From a Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 

\ltogether over 200 delegates attended the Pro Palestine Labour 
Congress in Berlin. The guests included the Attorney-General of 
Palestine, Mr. Norman Bentwich. 

The famous German dramatist, Ernst Toller, in his address, 
consured the British Labour Government for suspending Jewish 
immigration into Palestine, and declared that the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine would be built up through an understanding of 
the Jewish and Arab workers. 

Mr. GOUDALLE, speaking in the name of the International Labour 
Office of the League of Nations in Geneva, declared that the progress 
of the Jewish work in Palestine was being followed with keen 
interest. He suggested that the Jewish and Arab workers should 
come to an understanding. and either work together or divide the 
necessary work between them to be accomplished in two separate 
sections. 

Mr. SHLOSBERG. the Amcrican Jewish Labour leader, in speaking 
of the conflict between the partisans of Hebrew and Yiddish, 
declared that it must be left to the residents of Palestine to select 
their own language. 

Mr. FIxestoxnr. another American Jewish Labour leader, who 
had just visited Palestine. spoke with enthusiasm of the work of 
Jewish labour in Palestine. 

The addresses of Mr. Rubashow and Mr. Katzenelson, the 
Palestine Jewish Labour leaders, dealt with the Jewish Labour 
Movement in the Diaspora and in Palestine respectively. 

Mr. MALONk, M.P.. delivered an address on England and Palestine, 
He identified himself with the reservations of Mr. Harry Snell, M.P.., 
vith the Report of the Palestine Inquiry Commission and with the 
criticism of the Mandatory Power by the Mandates Commission of 
th: League. 

Resolutions of the Congress. 

The Congress adopted a resolution declaring that the British 
Cevernment had not fulfilled its obligations towards the Jews and 
Jewish labour in Palestine. The resolution also denounced the 
suspension of immigration into Paléstine and advocated the co- 
operation of Jewish and Arab Labour. Finally,-it repudiated the 
libel that the Jewish immigrants in Palestine had displaced the 
‘Arabs, affirming that there was room for millions of new immigrants 
in Palestine and that the majority report of the Palestine Inquiry 
Commission was based on the anti-Jewish statements of the 
opponents of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. 

Another resolution adopted by the Congress was one proclaiming 
the formation of a Pro-Palestine World League of Labour, pledged 
to support the Jewish Labour Organisation in Palestine. 

The Congress also proclaimed that the Jewish Labour Organisa- 
tion in Palestine was working for the establishment of a free Jew ish 
Hlome in which Socialism, international solidarity and the national 
freedom of the Jewish people could be realised. 

‘A committee of twenty-five members was elected, including the 
Palestinian Jewish Labour leaders, Mr. Bengurion and Mr. Sprinzak ; 
the American Jewish Labour leaders, Mr. Sbhipliakoff and Mr. Fine- 
stone; and the German Jewish Labour leader, Mr. Fritz Naphtali.

Based on the principles of 
the League of Nations, i.¢. complete independence of federal members, 
equal voting power and necessity for unanimity in all decisions, it hopes 
toincorporate all Associations of Jewish Youth and to give them that 
opportunity for discussion anl for common action such as ~ Mentor” 
advocates. 

Among the important Continental Associations that have already 
signified their inteation of co-operating are the ~ Makkabi Wellverband,”’ 
the “Union Universelle @e la Jeunesse Juive.’’ and the “ Jiidischer 
Jugendverband der Schweiz.’ The Union already counts some 70,000 
members.

Now, unfortunately, such ktiowledge is not 
so general; and the celebration of Simchat 
Torah is not so significant or so generally 
observed as in bygone days. It is a poetical 
conception which pictures Israel as wedded 
to the Torah, a union symbolised by the 
selection of-representative members of the 
congregation as ~ Bridegrooms.’ Another 


picturesque feature of the Simchat Torah 
service is the calling-up to the Law of 
all the boys together, thus symbolising 
their early association with Jewish obliga- 
tion and duty. In ancient times the 
Chatanim were escorted to their homes 
with a _ torchlight procession, and _ the 


circuits of the Synagogue with the Scrolls 
of the Law were accompanied with dancing, 
while the youngsters followed with paper 
flags, and the women showered sweets on 
them from the gallery. It was all very jolly 
and intimate, but nowadays we do not think 
these things decorous, and while the service 
has gained in order and solemnity it has lost 
something of its old-time joyousness, 
A CIRCLE. 
There is just one other feature of the 
celebration to which attention should be 
drawn. That is the continuity of the readings 
from the Law which go on in endless suc- 
cession year in and year out, the junction 
being at Simchat Torah. The Jew ought not 
to be able to plead ignorance of his Law, for 
its words are continually being rehearsed in 
his ears. Jewish duty does not end. It goes 
ever on, and this happy festival is a reminder 
that it should be discharged happily. “Serve 
the Lord with joey.”
